Batavia b ra n d y into a large stone 
jar, having a tightly 
fitting 
cover. 
I hen for every pound of fruit par­ 
ti cliv dry which 
you 
put 
in the 
brandy, 
use 
three-quarters 
of 
a 
pound of g r a d a t e d sugar; stir every 
day, so th a t the sugar will be dis­ 
solved, u-ing a clean wooden spoon. 
Every sort of fruit may be used, be­ 
ginning with strawberries and ending 
with plums. 
(One pound of black 
cherries greatly enriches the color 
of the p e r s o n a . ) 
The j a r must he 
kept in a cool dry place and the daily

Jeffersonville W ill H on o r Explorer 
Centennial Celebration. 
Jeffersonville, Ind., Oct. 20.— At a 
preliminary m eeting of the local cen­ 
tennial committee, named by Lewis 
C. Baird, who was appointed local 
chairman by the state commission, it 
was tentatively decided to have hom e­ 
coming week the last week of August, 
1916, and to have as a feature of the 
celebration a reproduction of “The 
Landing,” the start of General George 
Roger Clark's expedition to Kaakaskia 
and Vincennes in 1778 which resulted 
in the conquest of the northwest.

Henry A. Burtt, a lawyer and former 
mayor of this city, that Clark m ain­ 
tained an inland camp a short dist­ 
ance w est of this city. 


London, Oct. 2 «.— Great Britain nns 
offered to cede to Greece the island 
of Cyprus, the third largest, island in 
the Mediterranean, as an inducement 
to her to enter the war on the side of 
the allies.
